The drawings are objected to for the same reasons applied in the previous office 
action. It is noted that Applicant's response stated that a proposed drawing correction is 
submitted in the response. However, no such proposed drawing correction was found 
with the response. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

Applicant's amendment has overcome the 101 rejection made in the previous 
office action. The 101 rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-2 and 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Jung, USPN 4,775,936 as applied in the previous office action. 

Applicant has amended the claims only to overcome the 101 rejection by 
incorporating language pertaining to using a processing device and the computer

readable code embodied on a computer-readable media, both disclosed by Jung as 
cited in the previous office action. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-1 1 and 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Jung in view of Eldering, USPN 6,298,348 as applied in the previous 

office action. Applicant has not amended in substance the scope of these claims. 

Claims 12-13 and 25-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jung in view of Eldering, USPN 6,298,348 and further in view of 
Whitesage, USPN 5,191,523 as applied in the previous office action. Applicant has not 
amended in substance the scope of these claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4-9-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

At page 1 1 of Applicant's response, it is argued that a person making a 
reservation does not need to be induced to make a reservation. Examiner disagrees. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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There is not such requirennent that each is exclusive than the other, that is, a 
reservation is exclusive fronn an inducement for a sale. Both can occur in the same 
transaction. When a seller makes an inducement to a customer for a sale, during that 
time or as the inducement is taking place, the reservation may be made at that time as 
well. 

Applicant's argument here is to differentiate reservation information from 
information as disclosed in the prior art. Applicant further argues that the reservation 
information as defined in the specification is related to ALL reservation and not simply 
related to the "traffic information" of Jung. It is unclear as to Applicant's line of argument 
here. First, Applicant has not provided where in Applicant's specification that 
reservation information is defined explicitiv to be only one kind of information. Second, 
the line of argument is unclear because if Applicant's scope of the claim language is 
considered broader in light of the specification, and Jung's use of information is 
narrower such that it falls within a broadly defined definition, then Jung's disclosure 
would squarely fall within or meet Applicant's claim language. 

Applicant's arguments in the response at pages 12-14 are repetitive to the above 
line of arguments. Examiner's response is therefore reiterated herein.
